Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Colin R. Bruce II, Ed. Unusual World Coins. Iola: Krause 
Publications, 2005 $39.95 


T his tome has been de 
scribed as the classic 
guide to those mysteri¬ 
ous coin issuers from the realms 
of Fantasy, the borders of micro¬ 
nations, the halls of exiled 
royalty, the shady backrooms of 
imitators, the creative minds of 
numismatic promoters and the 
shores of islands yet undiscov¬ 
ered. 

Its scope is novel non¬ 
circulating coins (including 
fantasy issues), mini-states, 
medallic types and pseudo¬ 
states. 0 While the items, de¬ 
scribed in the catalog and, 
amazingly enough, evaluated, 
may be struck in copper, bronze, 
silver, gold or platinum, none of 
them are real. 

° To get to the nub of the 


matter, Colin R. Bruce II 
bravely attacks the question, 
What exactly is a coin and 
what isn t? ° He notes that there 
once was a very clear definition 
covering this ancient invention. 0 
It was created to accommodate 
commerce and wages. 0 Then, 
during the last two centuries, 
there were all sorts of coin¬ 
like emissions. 0 Some were 
salesman s samples while 
others were privately struck 
patterns that would hopefully 
be adopted as traditional de¬ 
signs for general circulation. 

And that (or those) is 
what this book is devoted to.° 

Its purpose, according to Cliff 
Mishler, is to chronicle the 
sometimes confusing, often 
deceptive numismatic emis-

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sions, principally created 
with the commercial 
marketplace in mind, 
which purport to represent 
sovereign governmental 
agencies. 

Now, this is a 
very strange subset of 
numismatics. 0 For the 
most part all the items 
look good, even 
though you may not 
recognize the issuer or 
the denomination 
(which often looks 
like it should be in 
some language you 
know but isn t).° If you try to 
think about this stuff rationally 
and logically, applying your 
years of experience in coin 
collecting, you re going to get a 
headache. 

So, that having been 
noted, if you specialize in a 
particular topic (like mermaids, 
or John F. Kennedy, or popes — 
you choose which one), I m 
sure you 11 find references to it 
here. 0 After all, most of the 
items are made for a market and 
with a particular buyer in mind. 

Many of the items 
purport to be from a particular, 
actual country, like Denmark, or 
France, or even the United 
States of America. 0 But a lot of 





them originate from venues 
unknown — where, for instance, 
is Christiana (other than in the 
book)? 0 It would have been nice 
if someone took a stab at 
answering this sort of question. 

And, much to their 
credit, the editors do list the 
manufacturers or issuers when 
known, like Richard Lobel 
(Coincraft, London) and his 
extensive series of Edward VIII 
crowns for many of the lands 
which were then part of the 
British Empire. 0 The same 
holds true regarding Joseph 
Moore and his curious and 
varied offering of Model 
Pennies during the reign of 
Queen Victoria.

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It should be noted that 1 
while some series of fantasies £ 

are silly, others can potentially I 
be dangerous, as in the point t 
where fantasy leaves off and 
counterfeit begins." For ex- i 

ample, in addition to all of the < 
genuine Euro issuing nations 
(with new additions coming 
soon), there are a host of other 
Euro patterns carrying designs 
very much like the circulating 
coins allegedly issued by a 
host of countries including 
Aruba, Belarus, the Balearic 
Islands, Bulgaria, the Canary 
Islands, Cape Verde, Carthage 
City (where?), Crete, Cyprus, 
the Faeroe Islands, Georgia, 
Gibraltar, Wales you get the 
picture." The list just keeps on 
going, and you have to wonder 
why. 

Sometimes you come 
across buried gems of real, 
factual information, as in the 
entry for Anguilla, which de¬ 
clared its independence on July 
11, 1967." The Provisional 
Government authorized a firm, 
presumably in San Francisco, to 
countermark Liberty Dollars 
on crown-sized coins of Mexico, 
Peru and elsewhere." These were 
monetized and to be redeemed 
at ten United States dollars." 


Alas, the revolution only lasted 
a very short while before a 
British paratroop force restored 
the island to the Crown. 

° And there are a few 
inconsistencies." There is a good 
coverage of the Danish West 
Indies (now the U.S. Virgin 
Islands) and the countermarked 
nineteenth-century coinage with 
the crowned monogram of 
Frederik VII — but there is no 
warning that as has been ascer¬ 
tained by the eminent 
Danishnumismatist Jorgen 
Somod, all such items are 
modem concoctions." On the 
other hand it is observed that 
the countermark for Guadeloupe 
(supposedly 1774-1791) is 
indeed a modem invention. 

° As for products and 
producers listed in this book, 
the heaviest hitters are China, 
Cuba, Germany, Hawaii, the 
United States and, everybody s 
favorite, the Hutt River Prov¬ 
ince." Then, when you get to 
Middle Earth, things really get 
weird, with various, shires, 
towns, kingdoms and even an 
Evil Empire, replete with a 
Monetary Reform of 1404, in 
2 which the farthing was replaced 
by the hlokarpeni but I guess 
you knew that anyway. A 
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Women In Power 


by Prue Fitts 


Women in Power — not such a new 
thing today as the Glass Ceiling 
becomes more porous. Being 
smaller and less physically robust, 
how did Women first begin to get 
and exercise power — and how do 
we know about it? One of the 
clues is coinage. There are many 
women who appear on coinage that 
were simply political appendages 
to their husbands - but there are 
more than you might expect who 
were real action figures seizing and 
wielding power. Some even are 
portrayed in your face on 
coinage or in art. 

The first representation of 
Woman that we know of is the 
Willenburg Venus, a stone figure 
from 25,000 BC (you read that 
right — BC), discovered in what is 
now Austria. 



No poster image for Weight 
Watchers, she leaves no doubt of 
the ultimate power of women. 


Reproduction. For millennia, this 
process was shrouded in mystery — 
there was no connection with the 
role of the male. Not until very 
late in our history when men as 
Doctors were judged the best 
facilitators at birthings, women 
were not only the producers of 
life, but also were the sole reposi¬ 
tory of the mysterious process. 

We do not know the exact role of 
the 7-pound statue, but she was 
certainly important. 

Coins were not minted 
until the mid 7 th C BC by the 
Lydians. . 

Made of 
the natu¬ 
rally 

occurring 
mixture of 
gold and 
silver called 
electrum, 
we call 

these pieces staters. Earliest 
ones were unmarked lumps which 
were of equivalent weight, telling 
us this was not an accidental 
occurrence. Others were incused 
with the very simplest of designs.

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Within a century, there were 
possibly a half dozen or so mints, 
requiring identification. Animal 
symbols were added to one side 



with the incused mark on the other. 

One of the earliest repre¬ 
sentations of woman on coinage 
was the Goddess Athena. The 
Goddess of War as well as the 
patron saint of Athens, her birth 
was one of the more creative 
legends. Zeus, the God of all 
Gods, was married to Hera but his 
promiscuity was legion (one way 
to explain all those gods and 
goddess!) He impregnated a 
mortal and then swallowed her to 
keep his wife from finding out. It s 
not nice to fool Hera. Zeus 
developed a headache that was the 
migraine of all times. Hephaestus, 
God of Fire and the Iron Smith, 
offered to cut a wedge in Zeus 
head to relieve the pressure. 
Imagine his and everyone else s 
surprise when Athena leapt out, 
full-blown and grown and no doubt 
as grateful as he to be free. A lady 
to be reckoned with. Goddess of 
War — she is most often seen 
helmeted. 
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A real warrior, no goddess 
or myth was Boudicca. She was 
Queen of the Iceni (Norfolk, 
Suffolk and part of Cambridge) - 
the last Celtic tribe to be indepen¬ 
dent of Roman domination in the 
first century AD. Her husband, 
Prasutagus, an autonomous prince 
under Rome willed his kingdom to 
his daughters, having no male 
heirs. One source tells us that he 
included Nero in the mix, hoping 
no doubt for Rome s protection. 
Instead, taxes and conscriptions 
increased, and concessions from 
earlier years were revoked. We do 
not know whether Rome chose 
this time to annex Iceni believing 
that the rulers were too weak or 
inexperienced to resist, but we do 
know that the pillage and plunder 
were horrific. The women were 
raped — even the two reigning 
daughters. Their mother, 
Boudicca, waited until the Roman 
governor and his troops were 
absent to make her move; then 
rallied a huge force in Britain to 
rebellion. Marching at the head 
of her troops, she burned 
Colchester, London and St Albans 
killing more than 70,000 Romans 
and almost annihilating the 9 th 
Legion. In time, however, sheer 
Roman numbers prevailed and she 
and the rebellion were defeated in 
61 AD. 

There are many kinds of 
power. There has always been 
power — overt or covert behind 
the Throne be it a stone, wood or 



thatch chair. The woman who 
changed the shape of Religion in 
the Roman World, Helena, had a 
familial connection with the 
Emperor. The mother of 
Constantine the Great, she was 
dumped by his father Constantius, 
early on. There is no doubt she 
had a close relationship with her 
son and probably talked at length 
with him about her new Religion, 
Christianity. He allegedly had his 
own epiphany 2 at what is now 
known as the Grotta Rossa about 8 
miles north-east of Rome just 
before the battle to decide who 
would be the absolute master of all 
Europe - from the Atlantic to the 
Adriatic. With this talisman on all 
his soldiers shields, he won the 
prize. But it was Mom s pilgrim¬ 
age to Jerusalem when she was in 
her 80 s when she found a piece of 
the True Cross that was the 
capstone. She sent this relic 
which was be placed in a cupola 
above the four triumphal arches of 
the First Milestone in the new 
capital, Constantinople in 333 AD, 
as its penultimate treasure. 

Cleopatra VII was the 
daughter, sister and wife (sister- 
wife) of Pharaohs. She seized the 
throne for herself from her brother, 
but realized she needed the power 


of Rome to keep it. We all know 
how she got the protection and 
affection of two of Rome s 
powerful leaders but did you 
know: she was an incredibly able 
administrator; she spoke seven 
languages and was the first ruler 
to learn the native tongue of the 
Egyptians (she was Greek); and 
that the famous retreat from 
Actium may have been planned? 
Not too many women would age 
themselves deliberately — but she 
did on coinage to portray wis¬ 
dom — visual propaganda. 

And what about Elizabeth 
the First, Catherine of Russia, 

Joan of Arc, Eleanor of Aquitaine, 
Pope Joan?

He was not, however, baptized 
until he was on his deathbed — a 
convenient time to be forgiven for

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

David C. Harper, ed. U. S. Coin Digest: The Complete Guide to 
Current Market Values. Iola: Krause Publications, 2007. $14.99 


I t has been a while since I’ve 
looked at what is available 
in reference books for 
United States Coinage. I grew 
up with the’“Red Book” and was 
understandably impressed by 
Walter Breen’s magisterial effort 
on the subject. What struck me 
at once was that this guide book 
is very easy to use, something 
which is important when trying 
to identify or inventory items in 
your collection. Physically, this 
book opens flat (surely not a 
new idea), with ring binding and 
hard covers. After experience 
with larger format, flat-edged 
bound books, this is a delight. 

The book begins with a 
very concise yet comprehensive 
and informative chapter on 
American coin history, 
beginning with the tokens for the 


Sommers Islands (circa 1616) 
through the difficulties faced by 
the Continental Congress 
(1782) and its Superintendent 
of Finance Robert Morris to the 
establishment of the United 
States Mint on April 2,1792 
and beyond. This was a 
turbulent and exciting time for 
the new republic, and many of 
the icons of our history - 
George Washington, Benjamin 
Franklin, Thomas Jefferson, 
Alexander Hamilton and Paul 
Revere - played a part in the 
earliest money of our country. 

The next major topic 
addressed is the manufacture of 
coins. I think we all take our 
coins (as objects) for granted. 
Yet, someone had to design 
them, the dies had to be 
prepared and the coins

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themselves struck. The process 
of making a coin perhaps only 
comes to the fore when there is 
an unexpected glitch, like the too- 
high dates on certain Liberty 
Standing quarters and early 
Buffalo nickels, or the very high 
relief on some of our gold coins 
which made them difficult to 
handle (stack). It is a really 
refreshing exercise to get 
acquainted again with the “hows” 
of making coins 

A third area explored is 
United States minting varieties 
and errors, with the warning that 
most are common though some 
are rare. The listings follow the 
“PDS cataloging system” 
originally proposed by Alan 
Herbert in 1971. PDS stands for 
the three main divisions of the 
minting process, or “planchet, die 


and striking.” With the billions 
of coins produced by the United 
States Mint, it is inevitable that 
errors occur (in fact, error coins 
go back at least as far as ancient 
Rome). It is important to bear in 
mind that an extremely rare error 
automatically is not very 
valuable”- it may have a very 
low collector value because of a 
lack of demand or interest in that 
particular class. That said, the 
material presented is very good 
for valuing errors. 

Another significant point 
in dealing with United States 
coins is how to grade them. In 
the words of the editor, “grading 
is one of the most important 
factors in buying and selling 
coins as collectibles.” 
Unfortunately it is one of the 
most controversial factors - 
there has always been a need in 
numismatics for a concise way 
to classify the amount of wear 
on a coin and its “condition in 
general.” The bottom line is that 
the better the grade is, the 
greater the value. Since this 
book is for the average collector, 
there are photo grades for 
common coins from AU-50 
(about uncirculated) to G-4 
(good). There is a note that 
badly worn coins are good only 
as fillers, with the sole exception 
being rare coins.

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At the nuts and bolts 
level, there is a glossary section. 
For someone coming new to coin 
collecting, this is a must-read 
chapter. While this is not a 
complete numismatic dictionary, 
it does cover most of the basics. 
Lack of awareness of the 
meaning of numismatic terms 
can range from the faux pas to 
the downright misleading 
Sometimes when reading letters 
to the editor in major 
publications, you wish that the 
writer had access to a glossary, 
even one as rudimentary as this. 

The heart of the book is 
its coverage of the coins 
themselves categorized as United 
States Mint issues. United States 
commemoratives, bullion coins, 
sets and rolls, colonial coinage, 
territorial gold, and Hawaii, 
Philippines, and Puerto Rico. As 
far as I can tell, the data is 
complete and as accurate as can 
be. If there is one soft part of a 
resource like this, it is a question 
of just how timely the 
information is. What we see 
really is a snapshot of the market 
at a given time. We all know that 
there is a volatility in the coin 
market, but that having been 
said, the values seem safe to 
work with. 

One of the areas of 
question concerns the 
arrangement of colonial coinage. 
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While the Sommers Islands are 
mentioned in the introduction, 
their coins (or tokens) are not 
included. Perhaps they should be, 
for at least two reasons — they 
are the first English issue for the 
New World, and the islands did 
eventually fall under the 
governance of Virginia. 

Secondly, coverage for the 
colonies is choppy 
(Massachusetts appears in two 
different locations). There seems 
to be a strict lack of logic here. 

It is pleasing to see the 
1896 coins of Puerto Rico 
included. I suppose the reasoning 
is if the coins of the kingdom of 
Hawaii were under the umbrella, 
though they were issued before 
the islands came under American 
hegemony, then Puerto Rico fell 
into the same category. In which 
vein, I think the last issues of the 
Danish West Indies should also be 
noted. Though these three islands 
became the United States Virgin 
Islands in 1917, the minor Danish 
colonial coins circulated 
alongside of those of the United 
States for at least the first third of 
the twentieth century. 

In conclusion, this is a 
fine and helpful book, one worthy 
of recommendation. It can serve 
as an aid to memory for seasoned 
collectors and solid and 
welcoming introduction for the 
newcomer, fa

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The First United States 
Half Eagle

M odem Americans 

know the five dollar 
denomination as a 
Federal Reserve note that has 
a portrait of Abraham Lincoln 
on the front and the Lincoln 
Memorial on the back. The 
United States Government has 
issued billions of these notes, 
and they are used millions of 
times a day for mostly small 
transactions. Only a few 
Americans know that the first 
five dollar piece was a rather 
regal looking gold coin that 
has a diameter similar to the 
modern quarter. This piece, 
which was introduced in 1795, 
is now one of the most coveted 
of all U.S. type coins among 
collectors. 

The Coinage Act of 1792 
authorized the first United 
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States mint, established 
monetary denominations and 
mandated standard weighfs and 
fineness for the national 
coinage. Today most of those 
denominations from the cent 
through the ten dollar bill are 
still current although their 
weights and compositions have 
changed radically. Only the 
archaic half cent and the two 
and a half dollar denominations 
are no longer issued in any 
form. 

Although the first U.S. mint 
issued its first coins in March of 
1793, it would be more than two 
years before the first five dollar 
gold pieces or half eagles would 
be distributed. The primary 
reason for this delay was that 
the Coinage Act required two 
key mint officials, the chief

coiner and the chief assayer, to 
post bonds of $10,000.00 each 
before they would be permitted 
to handle precious metals. 
Neither man was able to post 
that amount because their 
salaries were only a little over 
$1,000 per year. 

Finally Thomas Jefferson, 
who as the first secretary of 
state was responsible for the 
mint, arranged with Congress to 


lower the bonding requirements 
and helped the two officials 
secure loans to meet them. In 
October 1794 the mint issued 
the first U.S. silver dollars. 
These coins were soon followed 
by the half dollar in December 
and the half dime in March 
1795. 

Around that time in 1795 
mint director, David 
Rittenhouse, asked chief mint 
engraver, Robert Scot, to begin 


work on a set of dies for the 
five dollar gold piece. 
Rittenhouse who was in ill 
health resigned before the first 
gold coins were issued. 

Rittenhouse’s replacement 
was Henry William 
DeSaussure. DeSaussure did 
not want the appointment, but 
he agreed to accept the post on 
an interim basis as a favor to 
George Washington. 

DeSaussure had two prime 
objectives. The first was to 
improve the appearance of 
all U.S. coins, which had 
received considerable 
criticism in the press. The 
second was to get the first 
U.S. gold coins into 
circulation. To this end the 
mint announced in the 
spring of 1795 that it was 
accepting deposits of gold 
that the facility would convert 
into coins at little or not cost. 

On July 31, 1795 the mint 
made its first delivery of half 
eagles. Production continued 
until the last delivery that was 
noted on a warrant dated 
September 16. At that time the 
mint turned its attention to the 
eagle or ten dollar gold piece. 
The total half eagle mintage 
was 8,707 pieces.

The wind-blown, unsophisticated appearance of 
Ms. Liberty and the scrawny appearance of the 
eagle that appeared on the first U.S. gold and 
silver coins, such this 1795 half dollar, prompted 
much criticism. 
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These first half eagles 
featured a portrait of Ms. 
Liberty wearing cap that was 
derived from the fashions of the 


period. Some modem authors 
have stated that her head gear 
was a variation on the Phrygian 
liberty caps that had appeared 
on the early half cents and 
large cents. In ancient Rome 
freed slaves wore such caps as 
a symbol of their recently 
acquitted freedom. You author, 
however, has noted drawings of 
ladies’ fashions from the late 
1700s and early 1800s that 
included hats that were very 
similar to the one seen on this 
and other early U.S. gold coins. 
The reverse featured a rather 
scrawny eagle holding a laurel 
wreath aloft in its beak. The 
laurel wreath may have been 
symbolic of America’s victory 
over European colonialism that 
culminated in the establishment 
of a democratic government. 
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The wording, as it had been 
on the early silver coinage, was 
quite simple. On the obverse it 
included the word, “LIBERTY,” 
and the date. The reverse 
merely read, “UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA.” 
There was no indication of 
the face value of the piece, 
which was in keeping with 
other world gold pieces of 
the period. The value of 
gold coins was measured 
by their weight. Unlike the 
early dollars and half dollars, 
the edge was reeded and did not 
indicate a face value. This was 
undoubtedly due to the fact that 
the coins were too thin to accept 
anything but a reeded edge. 

Despite the small mintage of 
8,707 pieces, the mint used a 
surprisingly large number of 
obverse and reverse dies to 
strike these coins. Currently 
there are eight obverse and nine 
reverse dies known. These dies 
were used to strike a total of 12 
die variety combinations. The 
reason for the frequent die 
changes was that the early mint 
officials wanted to make these 
coins as attractive and 
technically perfect as their 
primitive machinery could 
produce. These coins were 
issued to be used in domestic

and international trade, but they 
were also intended to be 
showpieces that would cast a 
positive reflection upon the 
embryonic United States 
Government. 

The Small Eagle reverse 
would continue to appear in 
1796 and ’97. In 1798 
complaints about the 
appearance of the small eagles 
that appeared on the early gold 
and silver coinage prompted its 
replacement with the Heraldic 
Eagle design. This large eagle, 
which was patterned fr,qm one 
side of The Great Seal of the 
United States (the other side is 


the pyramid with eye in the 
capstone as seen on the back of 
the one dollar bill), would 
appear on all gold and silver 
coinage until 1807. 

Oddly, pieces dated 1795 


and 1797 with the Heraldic 
Eagle reverse are known. 
Numismatists are quite certain 
that these unusual coins were 
struck in 1798 and were 
included in the mintage figures 
reported that year. There are 
also seven known examples of 
the 1798 half eagle with the 
Small Eagle revere. 

Overall the survival rate for 
the 1795 Small Eagle five 
dollar gold piece was unusually 
large for an early American 
coin. It has been estimated that 
six to seven hundred of these 
pieces exist, which equals 
about seven percent of 

mintage. The rule of the 
thumb for most issues of 
early American coins is 
in the one to two percent 
range. Nevertheless, 
given the demand for 
early U.S. coinage in 
general and early U.S. 
gold coinage in 
particular, 1795 half 
eagle is a numismatic 
prize that beyond the 
reach of most collectors. And 
to put things in context, tens of 
thousands of examples of the 
1909-S-VDB cent are available 
to collectors, and some people 
view that as a’“rare” coin. ^

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CREATING AN fiWARD- 
WINNINQ EXHIBIT _

PfiRT 1 - Introduction and Getting Organized

INTRODUCTION 

Numismatic exhibits 
have long been a part of NENA 
shows. Several exhibit classes 
cover every aspect of the hobby, 
from US coins to foreign paper 
money to medals and tokens. 
NENA is working to expand the 
exhibit program and encourages 
every member to submit one at 
our annual conference. These 
articles will help you to build an 
interesting and educational 
exhibit. 

There are many things to 
consider and to do while 
creating an award-winning 
exhibit, and that is the purpose 
of these articles: to give you the 
knowledge needed to create 
your display. Remember that 
these are numismatic exhibits 
and that they must be given a 

numismatic treatment. You will 
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see what I mean by this as the 
series progresses. 

What are my 

qualifications to tell you all 
this? I am an ANA-certified 
judge in four exhibit classes 
(Medals, Tokens, World Coins 
after 1500, and Elongated 
Coins), and have twelve years 
experience. I will be telling you 
what my fellow judges and I 
look for when we view your 
displays. The remainder of this 
part will talk about getting 
organized. Part 2 will center on 
presentation, and Part 3 will 
give detailed information and tie 
up any loose ends. Note that I 
use the generic coin although 
any numismatic item can be 
displayed. Any feedback you 
care to give on these articles 
will be appreciated.

GETTING ORGANIZED 

You have all of these 
wonderful coins and want to 
show every one of them. That 
may not be practical because 
exhibit space is limited. Also 
this could lead to a boring 
display. So you have to narrow 
it down a bit. Organize your 
collection and you will find that 
your coins fall into groups. 

Find a group that has an 
interesting story behind it, one 
that has focus. There is always 
a display that has lots of nice 
coins (and even a catchy 
gimmick) but lacks focus and is 
not very interesting to the 
casual observer. And that is 
your main audience, people 
who do not know about this 
part of the hobby. These 
exhibits help to educate them. 

Once you have a 
common theme or focus, 
choose the pieces to be 
exhibited with care. Choosing 
the core group of coins should 
be easy, but you will find as 
you build the exhibit that 
adjustments are necessary. 
Maybe this coin should be 
added, maybe you should forget 
about that one. This is normal 
and perfectly acceptable. Just 
don t say, This coin has to fit 
and I m gonna make it. That 
could kill the whole thing. Be 


flexible. NENA allows two 
cases for your exhibit, so you 
must choose wisely. 

Start gathering the data 
for your exhibit. These are 
supposed to be educational 
exhibits, and to educate you 
must provide information. This 
is such a vital commodity that it 
counts for a full 35% of the 
score. Each judge has a rating 
sheet for your exhibit, and will 
examine and grade it following 
the criteria on the list. The 
smart exhibitor knows what the 
judges are looking for and 
present their displays 
accordingly. 

Basic Numismatic 
Information is 20 points (out of 
100). From the rating sheet: 

This item carries the most 
points and is the one which Is 
solely based on your expertise. 

It must be textbook perfect to get 
maximum points but be liberal if 
the Exhibitor has done his 
homework. The rating should be 
based on the degree of 
satisfaction to a numismatist. 

In other words, tell about the 
physical coin itself. How much 
does the coin weigh? What 
mintages does it have? The 
information is often available, 
but for more esoteric pieces the 
data usually does not exist.

What is the coin made of? 

Again that data is readily 
available most of the time, but 
sometimes all you can do is 
guess. A good example is the 
ubiquitous white metal for 
many medals. 

Special Numismatic 
Information is 15 points. It is 
important for the Exhibitor to 
know and exhibit more than just 
the numismatic pieces in the 
exhibit. Photos, maps, 
documents, related Collectibles, 
add to the degree of satisfaction 
for a non-numismatist. This is 
the place to be generous if you 
think the exhibit is eye¬ 
catching. This is the 
background information. One 
of my exhibits was on elongated 
coins I got during a trip to 
Alaska. I told how I came to be 
visiting that state, where the 
machines were that rolled the 
coins, and even included 
pictures of the machines 
themselves. This all comes 
under this heading. How did 
you get the coin? What is its 
significance? Is there any 
history behind it? Tell the 
viewer all the relevant facts. 

This is not as easy as it seems, 
because you want an exhibit that 
is easy to view and read. 


Title (and Scope) is 
valued at 5 points. Any that 
sets the scope of the exhibit and 
is clearly visible should receive 
maximum points. Do not deduct 
for presentation that is covered 
elsewhere. No points should be 
given only if no title at all can 
be found! Choose a working 
title for the time being but have 
the final title when you submit 
your application. The scope 
statement tells what you are 
showing. A specific statement 
of scope will put bounds on 
your display. A statement like 
This display shows nine 
elongates from Alaska that I 
rolled there last year, is far 
preferable to These are all the 
elongates in Alaska. The latter 
statement is just too general, 
and the judge could easily 
subtract points for not showing 
what you said you were going 
to show (How do you know that 
these are ah the elongates in 
Alaska?). This criteria and 
Completeness (15 points) go 
hand-in-hand. The judge uses 
the scope statement to 
determine completeness. Make 
sure you scope what you are 
showing and show what you 
have scoped. 

The more data you can 
provide the better, but don t go

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6 Call to Exhibit: The Need 
for More Exhibitors

O ne of the strengths of 
NENA in the past has 
not only been the 
numismatic bourse at the 
conventions but the education 
of fellow numismatists and the 
public through speakers, club 
meetings and exhibiting. 

Exhibiting is a wonder¬ 
ful way of sharing, educating 
and imparting your knowledge 
to fellow numismatists and 
especially the public. The 
beauty of an exhibit can encour¬ 
age others to collect similar 
material or may be attractive to 
people because of the numis¬ 
matic knowledge people may 
learn. Exhibits can be competi¬ 
tive or Non-Competitive and set 
up not to compete but to show 
or impart numismatic informa¬ 
tion to the public. 
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Have you ever consid¬ 
ered exhibiting? If you have 
questions I am sure the NENA 
board could help in answering 
them. There is always a need 
for exhibits and they truly 
complement a good numis¬ 
matic show. 

Traditionally NENA 
has provided the use of a 
display case if one is needed. 
An Application needs to be 
filled out letting the Exhibit 
Co-Ordinator (s) know the 
time of arrival one is going to 
set up the exhibit. All exhibi¬ 
tors have a deadline to fill out 
and send an application with 
the title and numismatic area 
of exhibiting, and the Exhibits 
have to be set up by a certain 
time so that cases can be 
locked and judged. An exhibit 




would consist of a title, numis¬ 
matic items and usually but not 
necessarily numismatic infor¬ 
mation.

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Colin R. Bruce, 2009 Standard Catalog of World Coins 1901- 
2000 , Thirtieth Edition. Iola: Krause Publications, 2008. 
$60.00 


|t goes without saying that 
much has changed in the 
world since the late seventies 
when the first edition of the 
Standard Catalog of World Coins 
appeared. The book was much 
thinner then there were fewer 
countries, and much less was 
known about their coinages. So 
the book started as a truly noble 
venture, to be as inclusive as 
possible. While it is true that 
there were other world coin 
reference books (William D. 

Craig s Coins of the World springs 
to mind), this book even in its 
infancy tended to be 
encyclopedic. 

Over time the Standard 
Catalog of World Coins has 
grown in bulk — it isrt 
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nicknamed the phone book for 
trivial reasons, and this is a 
good thing. To my way of 
thinking, the more information 
you have the better off you will 
be. And a great part of what 
makes this book so important is 
the quantity and quality of the 
images of the coins listed. In 
the past, the paper used in some 
of the editions could have been 
better — it was woodyalmost 
but not quite like newsprint and 
was not conducive to clear 
illustrations. With this latest 
edition that problem has been 
addressed with the use of a 
higher quality stock and better 
visual reproductions.

Nevertheless, the book is 
still awkward to use. In the past 
I have thought that the Standard 
Catalog of World Coins could be 
broken into parts, which could be 
sold as a set. But the publishers 
have indulged in thinking outside 
the box and have done just that, 
in a way. The book 
has gone digital. 

Now a CD 
comes with the 
catalog, with files in 
protected document 
format (pdf). There 
are a number of 
individual files on the 
disk. The biggest one, 
of course, is the entirety 
of the Standard Catalog 
of World Coins itself. 

This is supplemented by a 
series of files which breaks 
down the volume s contents into 
alphabetical groupings. For 
instance if you were interested in 
the Danish West Indies you could 
consult the whole catalog or go 
to the smaller file which includes 
D countries. And, to make life 
easier, there is a search function. 

All you need in order to 
get this version going is a CD 
drive on your computer and 
Adobe Reader (available as 
freeware). There is a brief 
tutorial on how to use the disk, 
which is very easy to follow, and 
then you re ready to go. 


I believe that the CD is a 
valuable adjunct to the print 
version, but I do not think that 
the disk will ever replace the 
paper (a laptop is the best way of 
making full portable use of the 
CD). I can see that this new 
format could be 
valuable to 
dealers who 
attend a range of 
coin shows. 

And there 
is one other 
consideration 
regarding the 
Standard 
Catalog of 
World 
Coins , and 
I m not too 
sure how to deal with 
it. When you look at the listings 
for gold and silver, below a 
certain grade the value is BV (or 
bullion value). With the recent 
rises in the worth of gold and 
silver, you can wind up with the 
curious situation where a BV 
coin might have a value higher 
that the catalog value for a 
graded coin. This raises another 
matter, which is how the price of 
bullion affects the value of a 
grade listed coin. For instance, 
suppose something like an almost 
uncirculated .900 silver half 
dollar lists for $25 (all this is

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hypothetical), then the spot for 
silver goes through the roof 
(which it seems to have done) — 
how does that affect the value of 
the coin, as surely it must? 

In at least one American 
coin magazine for the popular 
market, which lists values for all 
United States coins, there seems 
to be no reconciliation between 
the numismatic value and the spot 
market value. This could create a 
problem if people who are not 
numismatists stumbled on the 
magazine hoping to find out what 
value some coins they had 
squirreled away were worth, 
believed the market values 
presented, and sold their coins at 
those values. What is the 
opposite of caveat emptorl 

In inflationary times, and 
I believe that we are in one, the 
prices (values) of items can 
change quickly. No catalog, in 


print or digital, can keep up with 
that. That is the reason, now 
more than ever, that collectors 
must keep abreast of all the 
changes in the market that might 
affect their collections or their 
goals. 

In closing, there is a 
phenomenon that goes 
unrecognized by many in the 
numismatic community, sort of an 
elephant in the living room, is that 
there is a time lag to any catalog 
or value guide. The numbers you 
see in late summer or early 
autumn of 2008 are the result of 
painstaking considerations by 
editorial contributors to the 
Standard Catalog of World Coins 
in late autumn of 2007. The 
contributors do their best, they are 
experts in their fields, but time 
has a way of tripping up all of us. 
The market of today, it must be 
remembered, does not match the 
snapshot of a year ago. £*

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overboard. I have seen exhibits 
that have case after case full of 
writing. Unless you are a 
highly skilled writer, the viewer 
will probably lose interest in 
what you are saying before 
finishing, and that includes the 
judge. However, the judge 
must read every word in an 
exhibit; it is part of the job. If 
some information is not 
available, you can either say so, 
or just ignore it. This is a 
judgment call, so ask yourself, 
Does my information raise any 
questions that I have not 
answered? Massage your data 
until the answer is No. One 
display I judged this year had 
the statement, I couldn t fit all 
my pieces in six cases. I 
wanted to know what the 
selection criteria was, why 
some pieces were included and 
others were not, but the 
exhibitor did not tell me and 
lost points because of it. 


While you are gathering 
your information, keep a 
running bibliography of the 
reference works you use. While 
it is not mandatory, you won t 
win the Gold Medal without a 
reference statement. Use the 
standard bibliographical format 
found in most nonfiction books. 

One thing you should do 
immediately is to get the exhibit 
rules from NENA. They are 
available at http://nenacoin.org/ 
nena_exhibit_rules.pdf. These 
will tell you everything you 
need to know about doing an 
exhibit at the conference. 

You have your work cut 
out for you. Start now and in a 
few weeks you should know 
what you want to exhibit and 
have a good body of 
information to go with it. We 
will discuss presenting your 
exhibit in the next part of the 
story.

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Brian Allen and Ken Potter: Strike It Rich With Pocket Change. 
Iola: KP Books, 2006. $16.95 


W hen some of us were 
very young and just 
starting out in coin 
collecting, our source of items 
for our collections came from 
the change. But the rub there 
was that, I suspect, we did not 
have much change of our own. 
But our parents did. Our 
mothers carried pocket books 
and in them were change 
purses, and who knew what was 
in there? If you were lucky, you 
were allowed to check. 

But this was in the time 
when silver actually circulated, 
so it was possible to come 
across items that had been 
around a long time - like Barber 
dimes and quarters. And too, 
the cent (the wheatie) had 
remained unchanged in design 


for decades. When silver was 
dropped from United States 
coinage, this thrill of the hunt 
diminished. Not only was there 
no silver, but the date range to 
cull from effectively shrunk to 
just a few years. Now the state 
quarter program has opened 
things up again. 

The premise of this 
book is a good one, in that 
there still desirable coins in 
circulation, hence the sub-title 
of the work “Error Coins Bring 
Big Money.” Well, maybe, as 
not all errors are equal. The 
authors do point out that.not all 
errors are rare or sought by 
collectors. But this book is a 
good place to start. It 
introduces the reader to a lot of 
numismatic terms, reviews the

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process of making coins (which 
is integral as most error are 
produced when something goes 
wrong at the mint). Also of 
great benefit are many pages of 
listings of errors, with 
photographs and diagnostics. 

I suspect that this is 
really not a book for absolute 
beginner numismatists. Even 
though there is a large glossary 
of terms, some of the 
discussion of the mechanics of 
coin production is hard to 
follow. It seems to get tangled 
up when addressing the topic of 
dies and hubs. With so much 
space spent elsewhere on so 
many other issues, this 
discussion could have been 
given more space and the topic 
presented more clearly and 
expansively. 

I further believe that the 
book should have been given to 
the proof readers for At least 
one more pass. There are a few 
spelling bloopers, the 
accompanying text is 
sometimes dense and hence 
hard to follow, and lastly and 
most telling is that not all of the 
captions and illustrations match 
- and this is an absolute 
necessity if you are going to 
show someone how and why a 
coin is an error. 



One important point the 
authors stress is that if you have 
a coin that you suspect is a 
significant error or rarity or 
variety that you have it verified 
by one of the professional 
attributing organizations. This 
is to avoid the pitfall of wishful 
thinking and also to insure the 
integrity of the piece (mint 
marks, for instance, can be 
added or removed thereby 
transforming a common, 
garden-variety coin into a 
valued treasure). 

One of the great 
ambiguities of the book 
revolves around the question of 
who the intended reader might 
be. From the title and some of 
the presentations it would seem 
that this is a book for someone 
getting started with error

collecting or might be thinking 
about it. And from all the 
illustrations (high-grade 
photographs with magnification 
of the diagnostics for the error), 
such could be the case. 

But it also seems to be 
aimed at those who want to get 
into the game to find error 
coins to sell, which is not an 
approach I usually see in a coin 
catalog. On the plus side, a 
range of values is given for 
each coin listed, as are the 
usual caveats. It is pointed out 
that error collecting is a fairly 
narrow specialty and that most 
dealers don’t concern 
themselves with errors’unless 
the coin is truly valuable and 
might cross-over and be of 
interest to a more general 
collector. 

For the most part, then, 
error collecting is more for fun 
than for profit (I think most 
error collectors would rather 
find the coins on their own 
rather than buy them). I grant 


that these finds from pocket 
change can be interesting, but I 
do not think that anyone is 
going to get rich doing so But 
who knows? You might get 
lucky, though the odds are 
against it. 

I think this book is 
almost to full of hype, too many 
“coulds” and”“woulds.” The 
book jacket declares that the 
book is “just what you need to 
turn your pocket change into 
treasure.” I suggest that 
statement is overly optimistic. 
Yet, this is a good book. You 
can finish it in a evening read, 
then put it on your shelf against 
such time as you might find an 
error or a rare variety. 

I don’t think that this 
book is a “must have”. It is 
interesting and informative, and 
it does what it sets out to do. 
And, for a little investment, you 
might want to consider adding 
Strike It Rich to your library ... 
just in case you do get one of 
those funny-looking things in 
the change.
